Collector. The path of the catalogue maker is not ower 
strewn one. Obstacles appear so unexpectedly and 
persistently that not only is it difficult to realize the initial aim of correct- 
ness and completeness, but even a liberal allowance of time for the prod 
tion of the work is usually exceeded. It is a rare thing for a catalogue 
be placed on the market at the date originally promised. 

Now that the work has appeared, it will probably be sul 
usual amount of criticism. This is to be expected when a book is 
reference work by a great number of people. Their diverse 
opinions cannot all be in accord with those of the makers of the 
the more especially upon the question of values Buyers and 
prone to hold divergent views upon this subject, and those who 
qualified to judge are often the most pronounced in their opinions 

In accordance with their announced intention, it has been the end« 
of the publishers to make the catalogue reflect the actual, present maz 
value of the stamps listed. To the attainment of this end they have bri 
the experience of years and their knowledge of stocks of stamps, not 
their own, but those of dealers throughout the world, ar

As a rule they are much harder to please than d 
them seem to have the idea that the catalogue is made either t 
the value of their collections, or to put a prohibitive price uy 
which they lack. A few days ago the writer was reproache 
because of the reduced prices. 

nearly $25,coo invested in my collection, and see what 
when you reduce prices in this way.” He isa poor rich man, and it 1 
hard to convince him that personal ill-will had not actuated the reducti 
and that neither these reductions nor the large advances of other years—o 
which he had not complained—were matters of personal opinion, but 
the reflection of the market conditions; and that the reductions were 
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more serious matter to the publishers, with their large stock, than to any 
collector. 

The true situation was well expressed by a dealer recently. A customer 
said to him, ‘Look at that stamp; last year it was priced at $5, now it is 
down to $3. How am I to know what it is really worth?” The reply was 
“You make a mistake in confusing price and value. J.ast year I would have 
sold you the stamp at fifty per cent discount, $2.50 net; now, the catalogue 
more nerely reflects the market value of the stamp and I*cannot give 
you as great a discount, but my price is still the same—$z2 50 net.” And, in 
the end, the man bought the stamp. 

The ideal philatelist is one who collects for the sake of collecting, not 
for speculation—who views his stamps, from time to time, with more or less 
pleasure, according to their number, class and condition, not according to 
catalogue fluctuations; who is in philately to stay, and not constantly esti- 
mating the probable net cash value of his collection at a forced sale. The 
man who goes in for the moment or for speculation must expect his whim, 
or “flyer,” to be as expensive and risky in this line as in any other; the man 
who takes a real pleasure in the stamps themselves will thereby be amply re- 
paid for his outlay and, in addition, will find, to his probable delight, that, 
over longer periods of time and excepting lines unduly boomed, good speci 
mens always increase in value. 

But collectors should not be too easily discouraged by low prices. The 
business depression of recent years affected all commodities. There was no 
reason why stamps should be excepted. But it is a remarkable fact that 
prices for stamps ruled high when other business had long been suffering 
from bad times, and nothing was more prompt to show signs of recovery, 
There is every reason to anticipate improved prices in this and succeeding 
years and we may expect the financial thermometer, as recorded in the cata- 
logues, to once more mark high. Perhaps it will be as well if it does not 
again reach fever heat.

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The plates each contained one hundred stamps, arranged in ten rows of 
ten. Before delivery the sheets were divided horizontally into half sheets of 
fifty stamps. The imprint was “ENGRAVED AND PRINTED BY THE—CON- 
TINENTAL BANK Note Co., New York;” in two lines of white Roman 
capitals, on a panel with beaded edge and surrounded by a thin colored 
line. The imprint was placed above the two stamps in the middle of the 
top row and below the corresponding stamps of the bottom row. There were 
no imprints at the sides, merely three lines forming an arrow head and 
marking the line at which the sheet should be divided. Numbers were as- 
signed to all the plates but they do not appear on sheets of the lower values 
(I have not been able to see sheets of the higher values) and probably were 
not engraved on any of the plates, at least not on the face. Sheets from one 
of the plates of the two cents show a script figure ‘‘ 2’ above the eighth 
stamp of the top row and sheets of the three cents bear, above the seventh 
stamp of the same row, a large Roman capital “ B,’’ white faced and heavily 
shaded.

These stamps are found surcharged with the word ‘‘specimen” in 
gothic type. This surcharge is of two sizes; one is similar to the well-known 
surcharge on the stamps of the 1861 issue, while the other is smaller. 

I have only been able to secure incomplete statistices of the quantities 
of these stamps received by the Stamp Agent from the contractors. During 
the first three years of manufacture the quantities were :

Morley, in his Catalogue and Price List (1897), gives a number of minor 
varieties, and others are scattered about in various books and papers. These 
can be added to very considerably, and though the lately issued work of the 
London Society does not profess to go in for chronicling varieties, yet a large 
amount of help can be obtained from the study of that work, both from the 
remarks on the various issues and from the appendix, givingthe list of plates, 
date of approval, putting to press, withdrawal from use and destruction of 
plates, number of impressions printed and other notes. I have freely drawn 
on the above as will be seen from what follows. 

I have long been interested in the stamps of Great Britain (especially 
used), and for some time past have been studying the Line Engraved Series. 
The following is a list of the minor varieties of which collections can be 
made. 

Ivory Heads. 

Color of paper. 

Watermarks. 

Guide Lines. 

Hair Lines, etc. 

Printing. 

Lettering. 
(a) Shapes of corner letters. 
(b) Peculiar letters. 
(c) Double letters. 
(d) Errors. 

8. Perforations. 

g. Imprints of private firms, etc. 

I shall go through the above list and mention various varieties that I 
have found. 


TAME wen 


1. Ivory HEADs. 


These occur on the stamps printed on blued paper only. The ink of 
the impression acting on some chemical mixed with the pulp of the paper 
seems to be the cause of the blueing, as the margins of the sheets are white 
‘| he ivory head shows a white space on the back of the stamp, corresponding 
to the head on the front of the stamp. This is due to the head being that 
part most lightly printed and having least ink. In some cases the lines of 
the impression appear on the back as blue lines, the head being outlined in 
blue and the thick lines surrounding the stamp and corner blocks, and even 
the corner letters, being easily seen on the back. This occurs oftenest on the 
later perforated stamps, where the true ivory head, as one sees it on the 1d 
red imperforate, hardly ever appears. 

I have never seen a true ivory head on any 2d except the imperforate 
with white lines (plates 3 and 4). 

I have one curious copy of the 1d imperforate which is an exact re- 
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verse to the ivory head. The head is blue, as are the margins surrounding 
the stamp and the corner squares, while the ground is white. 


2. COLOR OF PAPER. 


The color of the paper runs from deep blue, all shades, through yellow- 
blue, yellowish to a pinky white. I do not believe in a pure white paper, 
such, for instance, as the 1d plate numbers are printed on. 

The following is a list of the varieties on blued paper 

id black, die i, wmk small crown, imperforate. 

id red-brown, die I, wmk small crown, imperforate. 

1d red brown, die I, wmk small crown, perf. 16 and 14 

1d red-brown, die II, wmk small crown, perf. 16 and 14 

1d red brown, die II, wmk large crown, perf. 16 and 14 

2d blue, plates 3 and 4, wmk small crown, imperforate. 

2d blue, plates 4 and 5, wmk small crown, perf. 16 and 14. 

2d blue, plate 5, wmk large crown, perf. 16 and 14. 

2d blue, plate 6, wmk large crown, perf. 16 and 14. 

The 1d black on blued paper that I have seen are not so uniformly 
blued as the red-brown. The blueing is mottled and the stamps were prob- 
ably printed on paper prepared for the red-brown stamps just before the 
color was changed. ‘The vast majority of the 1d black are on white paper, 
the bleuté copies being rare. The 2d no lines are on white only. 

Copies Of this 2d and of the 2d with plate numbers showing blueing 
are, I think, due to the color of the ink soaking through the damp paper. 


3. WATERMARKS. 


The watermarks to be found on the various 1d and 2d stamps are well 
known. They are small crown, large crown, and large crown of 1862. 

The small crowns vary in size and shape, but are essentially the same, 
though it is true that the earlier crowns are smaller than those used towards 
the end of the issue. The large crowns differ from one another in the pres- 
ence or absence of two short vertical lines representing fleur-de-lys. This 
change is supposed to have been made some time in 1852 during the issue of 
the 1d, stars in upper corners, printed in carmine-rose on white paper, per- 
forated 14, and during the issue of Plate 9 of the 2d. I have not found any 
of the carmine-rose id perf. 16, with the crown of 1862 and they should not 
exist, as this perforation was temporally in use in January and February, 
1858. 

I have, however, a copy of the 2d, Plate 8, with the crown of 1862. As 
this plate was defaced, according to official records on 29.x.61, it follows that 
the alteration in shape of the crown must have occurred some time before 
that date. I should think crown of 1861 would be the better name. It is 
possible that a few sheets of the new crown were submitted before it was 
ordinarily being manufactured and one or more of these sheets were takén 
into stock and issued with others when a supply for printing the 2d was 
wanted, and that it did not come regularly into use until the supply of the 
old paper was used up sometime in 1862. 

Mr. Ewen has discovered a curious malformed large crown on a 1d 
stamp of Plate 92, lettered {{. This crown has only two instead of three 
horizontal curved lines below the arches. It is worth looking for, as it is 
difficult to conceive it only existing on one sheet manufactured, It may also 
occur on other plate numbers printed about the same time. Plate 71 was 
put to press 1.iii.64 and plate gz, 12.1v.64 and was defaced 1o.v.69. Plate 
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127 was put to press 3.v.69 and plate 129 on 10.v.69, so that all plates up to 
at least 127 were in use during the existence of plate 92. 

The London Philatelist chronicled a copy of the 1d imperforate with 
double watermark. I saw the copy and, looking at it, it appeared as if there 
were two crowns, one of which was inverted. On applying benzine, however, 
it was quickly apparent that there was only one and that right way up. It is 
difficult to conceive how two watermarks could possibly exist on one stamp. 

All the Line Engraved stamps, I believe, exist with the watermark in- 
verted. The majority have been chronicled and, no doubt, the others will 
turn up when hunted for, though there are several of the scarcer varieties 
that, so far, I have not heard or read of as existing in this condition. 

In somewhat the same category are stamps printed on the wrong side of 
the paper. These turn up occasionally and probably are very common, but 
can rarely be distinguished. I have five from the top of the sheet and these 
have all been printed too near the top margin as they show portions of the 
letters of the word “ posTaGe.”” Looked at from the back the letters are in 
their right. order as “os,” “st,” “ac.” Ordinarily this word should be 
rightly read from the front of the sheet 


4. GUIDE LINEs. 


I prefer the term “‘ Guide Lines” to the more usual ‘‘ Hair Lines,” as 
these lines were intentional and were drawn on the plate as guides to show the 
workman where to place the stamp. The first plates constructed were with- 
out these lines (e. g., early plates of 1d black and 2d no lines), and these 
plates have the stamps placed somewhat irregularly. Pairs and strips of the 
1d are scarce but of the 2d they are quite common and show the irregularity 
very well. ‘Fhe row begins and each following stamp is a little lower than 
the one before it, until an impression comes which jumps back to its pro- 
per level, and then the following stamps begin descending again. This ir- 
regularity made the separation of the stamps difficult, without cutting into 
them, and the powers that were evidently had the guide lines drawn on the 
plate to show where the stamps were to be placed. The lines consist of 
a vertical and horizontal line for each stamp, thus _J, the vertical being 
where the right edge of the stamp was to be and the horizontal showing 
where the bottom of the stamp was to come. 

These guide lines appear on at least one of the plates from which the 
1d black was printed on a number of the plates of the 1d red-brown, im- 
perforate and on plate 3 of the 2d. I have not found them on any of the 
perforated stamps nor on plate 4 of the 2d. 

The various varieties that can be found are as follows: 

Horizontal, through value at various distances from the bottom of the 
stamp. 

Horizontal, below stamp. 

Horizontal and vertical. 

Vertical, showing in both upper and lower corner squares. 

Vertical, showing in upper square only. 

Vertical, showing in lower square only. 

I have not yet found a vertical line showing to the right outside the 
stamp. 

Sometime before perforation was adopted for the 1d and at or before 
plate 4 of the 2d was made, a new method of mapping out the plate was 
adopted. A line was drawn on the margin at top and bottom of the plate 
dividing it into two parts and six stamps were placed to the right and six to 
the left. In thesame way a triangular or star ornament was placed on either 
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side and ten rows of stamps were placed above and ten rows below the stars 
The workmen who prepared the plates were probably by this time more ex- 
pert and these marks were sufficient to insure the impressions of the roller 
being evenly and correctly placed on the plate. The ends of the line at to; 
and bottom come between the stamps lettered ar and AG in the top row and 
TF and TG in the bottom row. I have traced them all through the 1d plate 
numbers by badly centered copies (i.e., copies that have the perforation cut 
ting into the stamps at sides). 


5- HAIR LINES, ETC 
6. PRINTING 


These two divisions may be considered together, as what I call hair line 
are incidents in the printing, 

During the operation of printing it happens that small pieces « Eper 
fluff or hairs are floating about the room. If a piece of paper comes betweer 
the plate and the paper that stamps are to be printed on, the result is that 
the small piece of paper takes the ink and when the sheet is dry and handled 
the piece falls off and leaves a white patch on the stamps. I have one show 
ing a patch 11 millimetres long by 2 millimetres wide and one or two other 
smaller. They are all on plate numbers and I have identical stamps fron 
the same plate that do not show the patch so that it has nothing to do with 
flaw on the plate. 

In the case of a piece of fluff this absorbs and collects the ink and the 
consequence is a colored blotch. 

Hairs, again, are often floating about and if these come between the plate 
and paper a fine white line, either straight or curly, may be seen on the stam 
I have a number of these, the most interestmmg being a stamp with a very

short hair in the reticulated pattern at the side where the plate numbers ox 
curs. This short hair is exactly in the position one of the figures of the 


plate numbers would occupy and looks exactly like a ‘7’ the plate number 
reading “1587” it is only on looking with a glass that it is seen that the hori 
zontal stroke of the ‘7’ is formed by one of the normal white lines of the 
ground work 

Other white lines are formed by a crease in the paper which has bee 
pulled out after the stamp has been printed. These are rare, as the paper 


was handmade and was never folded. Those I have and have seen have 
not been prominent 

Another variety due to the printing is that caused by the plate not being 
properly cleaned and the superfluous ink removed. This gives the stamp 
blotchy appearance and often there is a certain amount of color on the 
margins surrounding the stamp, sometimes looking like fine lines. This 1: 
owing to the custom of the workman removing the ink with the side of hi 
hand (below the little finger) or with the ball of the thumb, the spaces be 
tween the ridges of the skin allowing a little of the ink to remain 

Another variety that may be mentioned here is that of dots or extr: 
lines in some part of the stamp. I have several copies showing a colored dot 
beside one of the corner letters, and also copies in which one of the thick 
lines forming the corner squares appears to be double. These are quit 
accidental and do not occur on all the impressions of a particular plate. For 
instance, I have copies of 1d plate 153 “oi” in bo!tom corners with and without 
a small dot to the right of the “o”’ in the bottom left corner. A further 
variety is that known as “ worn plate.’’ Many of the early plates wore ov 
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very quickly and copies are easily obtained of the 1d black, 1d red-brown, 
die I, imperforate and perforate. In some of the latter, perforated 16, all 
the finer lines in the face and head have entirely disappeared. Another case 
is where the edges have worn more than the rest of the plate, and here the 
tops of the stamps lettered ‘‘a” in lower left corner and the bottom of the 
stamps lettered “Tr” in the same corner show signs of wear, Perforated 
copies of plate 4 of the 2d often show this very wel! It may be remarked 
that this tendency of the margins of the sheets to wear more than the center is 
now counteracted by the Jines round the panes, commonly called “ Jubilee 
Lines,” as they first appeared during the year 1887. 

In the London Society’s book on the British stamps, just published, two 
very interesting varieties of printing are noted in the appendix. On Plate 
145. die I, of the One Penny the stamp lettered “r. a.” hasthe upper part of 
the impression double, and on Plate 13, die II, of the same value the stamp 
“fo. L.”” has the word “‘ posraGe” double. Both these varieties are due’to the 
impression of the roller, after having been applied to the plate, being 
shifted and then re applied. From an examination of the list of plates used 
for the various issues, given in the body of the work above mentioned, the 
“ta” variety should only be found on the imperforate stamps while the 
“ot” should be looked for among the die II, small crown, perf. 14 and 16, 
and also large crown, perf. 14 and 16,0n blue. It is possible that all four 
varieties of the latter do not exist, but they are worth looking for. 

A variety that may have occured, but which I have never seen or heard 
of, in the Perkins, Bacon & Co.’s stamps, is that printed on both sides. It 
occurs in the current stamps, one sheet at least of the 1d having been on sale 
at Bath. Copies of both the current 4d and 1d are known printed on the 
back, due to a corner of the sheet betng turned over but, of course, in this 
case the impression is only on ‘one side. 

7. LETTERING 
(a) Shapes of Corner Letters. 

As I have already mentioned in articles published in the Zng/ish 
Specialists Journa/, the various plates of the 2d stamps can be determined by 
an examination of the shapes of the letters in the lower corners 

In the Philatelic Journal of Great Britain | gave a short note on the 
differences to be found among the 1d red-brown imperforate. At the Man- 
chester Exhibition I had a look at Mr. White's series of stamps from the 
imprimatur sheets, The stamps shown in his collection are either from the 
top or bottom row of the sheets and the letters “a” or “‘r’’ and usually ‘“r” 
or “c” do not show the differences very well. As far as I could judge Plate 1 
to 78, 81, 83 and 85 had the letters “a” from the same punch, It was a 
well shaped letter, medium size, and the triangle was clear. Plates 80, 82, 
$4, 86 and on had the “a"’ small, not of a good shape, and the triangle was 
more or less filed up with color. The whole letter seemed to be too narrow 
from side to side ‘late 132 was the first with the large ‘‘a.”” There is no 
mistaking this series of large letters 

This is confirmed by the London Society’s book and it is stated that 
plate 133 has all the vertical ‘“‘c’’s of the old small type and the horizontal 
*‘c’'s (except the right “‘c’’ in “co.’’) of the new larger type. The London 
Society’s work notes that the stamp lettered ‘‘zna” on plate (32) of die I, has 
the “s” with the lower part very much large: than the upper and is quite 
different to all the other “B’s on the plate. On Plate 123 the “re” of the 
stamp lettered “'Ea”’ is faulty. 

On examining a number of perforated stamps of die I, I have only 
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found one variety of lettering. Die II, watermark small crown, also shows 
one variety but here there are a few stamps that show abnormal varieties. I 
have one copy showing a very small “8” and one or two others but the very 
vast majority appear to be from one set of punches. 

The large crown stamps, on blue paper, show two marked varieties, 
one being shorter and thicker than the other. They appear to be equally 
common and are quite distinct. The letter “x” seems, however, to be mixed. 
In the tall and thin variety the lower right stroke leaves the left vertical 
stroke just below where the upper stroke joins, thus “xk.” In the shorter 
and thicker variety the lower stroke starts from the lower part of the 
upper stroke, thus “K,’ I have found, however, the normal thin variety of 
““K’’ occurring very often with the other letters of the normal thick variety 
and vice versa. I hope some day to find the stamp ‘*Kk” with one letter of 
each variety. 

There are found but rarely stamps with letters of a third variety very 
much smaller than usual. I havea “p,”’ ‘‘m”’ and a “c’ and these are as 
small, if not smaller, than any found on the imperforate stamps. 

Of the stamps watermark large crown on white paper, I have not yet 
gone into them, but I believe I shall be able to sort out 5 varieties. 


(b) Peculiar Letters. 


The most noticeable of the peculiar letters are some that occur on the 
imperforate red-brown stamps These of which I have copies of the fol- 
lowing B, F, I, L, M, P, R, show one of the strokes at the foot much prolonged 
thus the “1” looks like an inverted “tT” and the “L”’ also something like the 
same. The bottom strokes of the B, F, 1, L, and R are prolonged to the left 
and the same stroke in the “Pp” and “m” is prolonged to the right. I do not 
know to what this is due. It may be a special set of punches but I havea 
stamp lettered ‘‘prn’’ and another “pL” in which the left hand letter only 
shows the peculiarity. Other peculiar letters are the very small letters men- 
tioned above. 

Another peculiarity, due to the superfluous ink not being properly wiped 
off, shows some letters more or less a mass of color. In some of the worst 
cases it is almost impossible to tell what the letter is meant to be, there is 
also in most cases some wearing of the plate. 

Letters are sometimes found very much out of position in the corner 
squares. I have copies with the letter so close to the outside line that the 
line seems to have bulged outwards. On plate 81 of die I, of the 1d, the 
stamp lettered “Ka"’ has the “kK” extending beyond the corner square and 
on plate 168 the ‘‘n’’ of “Nna’’ and “Nk’ touches the left of the square. I 
have a copy of the large crown perf 14 on white “GL}’ with the “L” touch- 
it g the top of the square 

(c) Double letters. 

From the way the corner letters were inserted, after the plate was made, 
by means of punches, we need not be surprised that occasionally a wrong 
letter got inserted, or that the workman first put the punch down and exert- 
ed some pressure and then relaxed the pressure and had a look to seeif the 
punch was in the middle of the square, on replacing the punch a different 
position would be taken and double letter would result. If a wrong letter 
was first inserted the workman proceeded to place the right letter on top, 
except in the well known case of the 1%d and another mentioned below. 

Morley gives a number in his catalogue. Tothese I have been able to 
add a good many more. So far the following is a list:

As it is stated that all plates ({ to X1) used for the 1d black were also 
used for the 1d red-brown, all the varieties found on the black stamps should 
also be found on the red-brown. 

In addition to the above I have copies apparently of the following. It 
requires some imagination to say that there is a second letter underneath the 


one that shows most prominently, but there is,ssomething there.

Also a copy that looks like j—} but the_p is undoubtedly due to super- 
flous ink only. . 

The London Society's work mentions that “ There are several prominent 
errors in the lettering of the plates:—‘p’ over ‘1’ ; double ‘p'; double ‘ F’; 
double ‘H’; double ‘m’; double ‘Tr’; ‘Q’ over ‘s’; etc.”” In the appendix, 
against the various imprimatur sheets several are noted, thus the following 
occur on sheets printed from

It will be noticed that only a few of the varieties are noted 
The stamp with the variety ¢—c is most interesting. It is given in 


Morley and I have a copy in red-brown. On examining Mr. White’s collec- 
tion at Manchester, where he showed a block of 36 (3 top rows of sheet) of 
the 1d black printed from Plate XI, I found the variety. We thus know that 
this variety occurs on Plate XI, 

I have not found any of the stamps of later issues than the 1d imper- 
forate with double letters, though I have found a copy of the 1d large crown 
on white, which has apparently had “stars”’ placed in the lower corners and 
the letters “ ap” afterwardsinserted. The star is faint in the left corner but 
is very well marked underthe “pv.” It is difficult to account for a star being 
placed in the bottom corners, as the “stars” in the upper corners were on 
the roller, and the workman who inserted the corner letters on the plate had 
nothing to do with a star. Anyhow, there it is. 


(d) Errors, 


The best known error is that of the 1%d plate I with the corner 
letters 95. The “o” in the top corner is quite distinct and no doubt was 
placed there by accident instead of in the square just above. No attempt 
was made to correct this as no doubt the workman thought that it would be 
overlooked being so like the proper letter ‘‘c.’”’ This of course is found on 
all stamps printed from plate I, those printed in lilac-rose as well as the 
carmine-red as issued. 

Some years ago a paper stated that there was an error of lettering on 
one of the plates of the 4d. Nothing more seems to have been;heard of it 
and the statement was probably incorrect. 

I have a copy of the 1d red-brown imperforate that looks very, like “ go,” 
if so the “‘o”’ in the right hand corner must be an error. Unfortunately it 
is rather heavily postmarked over the right hand corner. Still I think it is

an O. 
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Other errors are those with the letter “ss inverted. 

They are not very noticeable as the only difference is in the slightly 
larger size of the normally lower part of the *‘s.”” The London Society's 
book gives this as occuring on several plates. 

Plates 78 and 105 all the “s’s”’ inverted. 

Plate 143 “s” of “sa” inverted. 

Plate 81 die II gf, first “s’” inverted. 

A very interesting error is noted, in the work so often mentioned, that | 
believe has never been noticed before. On the imprimatur sheet of plate 7 
of die II, registered 19.1v.47, the rst stamp on the second row was lettered “ | 
only. The error was discovered and corrected, as an impression corrected is 
in Somerset House lettered 76B, registered 12.1.48. The query is, was the 
plate in use during any part of the interval between the two registrations, or 
was the plate after the first registration put aside till wanted and when brought 
into use was the error discovered and corrected before any sheets were 
printed ? 

Another variety, hardly an error, on plate 16 die II, has the “ s” of 
** LJ” very lightly struck. If this was so on the imprimatur sheet it is possible 
that, if the plate wore very quickly, late printed copies would show hardly 
any traces of the “ J.”

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History of the Belgian Postage Stamps 
and Entires. 


By JuLes Bouvez. 
( Continued.) 


Tue First BELGIAN STAMPS. 


According to certain documents of the eighteenth century, the system of 


prepaying letters may be said to have received a start in Belgium about 1798 
After the conquest of this country by Louis XV in 1745 and the Treaty 
of Aix-la-Chapelle, signed 7th October, 1748, at the demand of the States of 
Brabant, a new contract was made with the Prince of Thurn and Taxis, by 
which the public was authorized to enclose valuables in letters and to con- 
fide their transport to messengers, after having prepaid them at the post office. 
Besides these, the messengers, whose nomination was incumbent on the 
magistrates of the towns in which they lived, agreed also to carry, without 
cost, the correspondence relatiug to the administration of the communes, as 
also that of their officials, provided a special paper was used for their packets; 
this paper was no other than the one then employed for official documents. 
These officials folded their letters in different ways, but always so as to 
show the broad stamp affixed to the paper, which thus carried outside the 
indication of the charge which the messenger was tocollect, not for the price 
of carrying the letter, but for the stamp tax upon the document.

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of the watermark in the paper, These stamps were of different forms, ac- 
cording the price to be collected, and they gave to the documents the 
privilege of free circulation although no regulation for postal prepayment 
existed at that time. 

The stamped sheet was of a yellowish gray laid paper with close hor- 
izontal vergeures and vertical vergeures 15 mm. apart. The watermark re- 
presented above also existed without the stamp. 

Letters are rarely found to-day which circulated at this earliest epoch 
of postal organization, which extended, nevertheless, over a vast territory; 
and, although these stamps had not, strictly speaking, a purely postal char- 
acter, they are none the less much sought after, since they constitute, so to 
speak, the first stage of the history of the prepaid letter in Belgium. 

The French Revolution, having put an end to the Constitution of 
Brabant, the privileges heretofore accorded to the communes disappeared, 
and with them the circulation of stamped letters, of which no further trace 
is found in the postal transportation, up to the epoch when the agitation for 
the reduction of the rate of postage brought about the creation of adhesive 
stamps. 

After Great Britain had introduced into its service postage stamps for 
the prepayment of correspondence, Belgium, promptly considered the appli- 
cation of this system to its own postal organization; and, on the 12th of 
February, 1841, Mr. Bronne, at that time Inspector of the Central Admini- 
stration of the Belgian Post Office, was sent to England to investigate the 
postal regime. 

According to his report the principle lying at the base of postal reform 
was this :—that any considerable reduction in the rate of postage was sure 
to be followed by such a growth in the quantity of postal matter handled, 
that the treasury would receive (or regain in a short time), as much revenue 
as could be procured for it by the higher rate with the present or even an 
increased traffic; he drew the conclusion that there would be no sacrifice on 
the part of the treasury, or only a momentary one, while, on the other hand, 
an immense service would be rendered to the public. This, he thought, was 
an object worth striving for. 

Although the idea was both happy and correct, for a light tax, if it is 
well chosen, is always of a nature to serve at the same time the interests of 
the public revenue and that of the people, the recommendations of the official 
were not, at first, effective. 

On the 1oth April, 1841, the Minister of Foreign Affairs, who was at 
that time also Minister of Public Works, appointed a special commission to 
inquire into this same question, always considering that if, on the one hand, 
the development of intercourse ought to be favored by the reduction of 
charges, it was important, on the other hand, not to diminish the revenues. 
The inquiry into that question was prolonged to such an extent that a second 
commission was appointed in 1845 by a group of merchants of Brussels, and 
charged to agitate for postal reform based on a uniform rate of 10 centimes. 

It was not until the formation of the cabinet of 1847, that this reform 
was announced in the Chamber of Representatives, at the session of the 2oth 
November, 1847. The law of the 24th December, 1847, was promulgated at 
this time, supprressing the 2 sous, introducing postage stamps, and reducing 
to 1 centime the rate for newspapers for the entire kingdom. 

On the 27th April, 1848, the Minister of Public Works submitted to the 
Chamber the bill announced by him in November, 1847, which fixed a uni- 


form eharge of 20 centimes for simple letters. This bill was amended and 
became the law of April 22, 1849. 
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This law fixed the tariff for letters at ro centimes when the distance be- 
tween the office of origin and that of destination did not exceed 20 kilometers 
and at 20 centimes for greater distances, within the kingdom. The char e 
for prepaid letters destined for the same place in which they were posted - 
well as those of which the place of origin and the destination were served by 
the same post office, remained at ro centimes for each simple letter ‘Such let- 
ters were to be considered simple whose weight did not exceed 10 orammes; 
letters weighing from ro to 20 grammes, inclusive, paid double rate: those 
from 20 to 60 grammes, inclusive, quadruple; those from 60 to stole) 
grammes six times, and so on, adding the double rate for each class of 40 
grammes additional. yh . 
The law cited above was followed by the royal decree below, fixing the 
form of the postage stamps : 7

They shall also bear 
all in letters, the word “‘ Poste” and the indication of their value: the latter 
shall also be reproduced in ciphers, “yy 

* Art. 3.—They shall be sold by the agents of the Postal Administration.”

“TI desire, also, that the agents and officials of every grade be permitted 
to read these instructions, and that their attention be called particularly to 
the regulations concerning postage stamps.”

A month before the issue of this circular the engraver, Jacques Wiener, 
delivered to the Postal Administration the engravings of the first two Belgian 
postage stamps in /ai//e douce. The printing was to take place in a modest 
workroom installed in the basement of a house in the Rue Lateral in Brussels. 
We reproduce below an engraving, representing these two stamps, with the 
design of the watermark

The portrait of King Leopold I (a very good likeness, in uniform and 
with epaulets) is in three-quarter face toward the right, in a rectangular 
frame of double lines. In the upper part of the stamp appears the inscription 
“‘ pbosTES ” in a curved line, and on either side, in a small circle, the value in 
figures. Below the portrait the value is repeated in letters. 

There were three printings of these stamps : 

The first was made in May, r849, upon thick paper with the watermark 
LL, interlaced, in a frame of single lines, as indicated by the illustration 
above. The letters of the watermark are horizontal in the greater portion 
of the sheets of this printing, although sometimes found with the base of the 
L’s at the left, instead of at the right. Indeed, the L’s are sometimes found 
(very seldom, however) slightly inclined toward the right and quite indis- 
tinct. This could only result from acareless placing of the sheets during the 
production of the watermark and the impression of the engraving In the 
first printing, the 10 centimes stamp is deep brown and the 20 centimes deep 
blue. 

In the second printing, which took place in September, 1849, a wove 
paper was used, the ink being a pale brown for the 10 centimes stamp and 
pale blue for the 20 centimes. 

In the third printing, made in May, 1850, and made only to supply the 
post office until the stamps of the second type should be placed on sale, the 
ink for the 10 centimes stamp, as well as for the 20 centimes, is still paler than 
that used in the preceding printing, and the paper even thinner, so thin in 
fact that the color appears at the back of the stamp when it is wet. When 
it was found, in the course of this third printing, that, as a result of wear on 
the plates, certain parts of the engraving had become indistinct, the plates 
were retouched, notably in the frame, the outer line of which was made 
heavier, making the stamps appear about % mm. larger. It is in consequence 
of this that the size of the stamps placed on sale about July, 1850 is given as 
19x22 mm., in place of 18'4x21% mm., the measurements of the preceding 
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emissions. It is also in this third printing that the greatest number of in- 
verted watermarks is found, that is to say, watermarks having the two interlac- 
ed L’s turned toward the left, instead of toward the right. It maya lso be noted 
that the watermark is considerably more distinct than in the other two 
printings. 

According to the official records, the issue of the first stamps of 1849 
was distributed as follows over the three printings mentioned above :

Cape or Goop Hope.—The London Philatelist has seen an oddity in 
the shape of a postal card of British Bechuanaland. The card is the 1d 
red brown of Cape of Good Hope overprinted for Bechuanaland. The variety 
consists of a second surcharge inverted. 

The Monthly Journal reports a number of varieties of the 1%p Cape of 
Good Hope cards surcharged “ 1p.” We quote: 

‘“* Divers correspondents have shown us varieties of the rd on 14d cards 
to which we alluded in July. Mr. Warhurst sends us the variety with two 
bars and Mr. Ridpath send us another copy and also the card of 1890, with 
inscription added in black at top, with the three-bar surcharge and a large 
square stop after ‘Penny.’ The two-bar surcharge has the words ‘One— 
Penny’ in thin type, similar to that of the words ‘One—Halfpenny’ over 
printed on the 1d card in 1894: there seems to be always a stop after 
‘Penny,’ and this form of surcharge appears to exist only on the 144d cards 
of 1896. We have obtained a copy of this card used in October, 1897, In 
the case of the three-bar surcharge there is frequently a minute dot after 
‘Penny,’ but we now know it on both varieties of the 14d card, with a plain 
square period, which probably was always in the setting but does not always 
print.”

The former has the Raja’s monogram in blue- 
green and the latter in violet. Further we have copies of the % anna, first 
type used in Rampur on rst July, 1898, 13th (?) July, 1898, 6th August, 1898, 
and one used at Chini on rith (?) September, 1897. These are all perf 
about 10, and not rouletted as we said last month. They are all on wove. 
But we have also a copy of the same stamp on thick /azd and undoubtedly 
imperf., dated Rampur, August, 1898. All these have the Raja’s monogram 
in red. Further we have the 2a and 1a used together at Rampur, dated 31st 
August, 1898, 5th September, 1898, and 8th May, 1899. The 1 anna stamps 
bear the Raja’s monogram in violet and the two annas in blue-green. Two 
copies of the 4 annas are before us (monogram in red) dated Rampur, 13th 
and 31st August, 1898, and one copy of the 8 annas (monogram in violet 
dated Chini, 11th September, 1897. 

‘* We had so far found only the one perforation (about 10) on the stamps 
of this State, but the other day we saw the % anna, second type, perf. 15%. 
Apparently the old machine is worn out

rhe greatly improved appearance of the second type of the % anna is 
due to the fact that it was lithographed from a transfer made from a copper- 
plate. Revised editions of all the other values have been prepared on copper- 
plates, but our information makes it appear very doubtful whether they will 
ever be used, as it appears likely that Bussahir will not use stamps of its 
own much longer. ‘The monogram imprinted on the stamps is R. N. s., being 
the initials of the late Tikka Raghu Nath Singh.”

The stock of unwater- 
marked paper is now exhausted, and the printers are waiting for a fresh 
supply of paper, which, it is understood, will be watermarked. The altere: 
plates of the 34d, 1d, 2d and 4d values have arrived in Wellington. T 
designs of these have been enlarged, the %dis to appear in green, the id 
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and 4d values are to be transposed, the 4d being the design and color of the 
present 1d value, and the 1d value is to be that of the present 4d. A few of 
the present 4d and od values have been printed locally on unwatermarked 
paper, but have not yet been issued.’ 

‘Messrs. Smythe & Nicolle have shown us the 24d and 6d of the recent 
local printings. In addition to the perforation—11—which is not found on 
the English printings, the paper is of a different quality. The English paper 
is rather thin, surfaced, and a marginal piece held to the light will show very 
fine diagonal crossed lines. The local prints are on paper of the ordinary 
plain wove quality, unsurfaced, and thicker than thes English. The shades 
of the stamps also differ from Waterlow’s printings.” 

In addition to the above, we are informed by correspondents in New 
Zealand that the new 4p stamp in two colors has been issued but, owing to 
confusion with the 1 penny, was immediately withdrawn and will not be 
again issued until the stock of the bi-colored 1 penny is exhausted.
